“Yowing ‘full toxt” of the Franco-Chineso 
- troaty, evidently a translation from the 
Chinese -—.

TV.—After the settlement of tho bound- 
aties, ‘all French subjects and persons un- 
dor French protection, including subjects 
of ‘other nationalitios resident in Tonquin, 
who wish to crvss the frontier and enter 
China, will wait until the French authori- 
ties have obtained from the Qhineso au- 
thoritios at the fronticr a passport to that 
effect, Should Chinese subjects wish to 
pass from Tonquin into China, it will only 
be nucessary for them to obtain an authori- 
tation to that effect from the Chinese au- 
thorities at the frontier, Chinese subjocte 
wishing to travel by land from China into 
Tonquin must obtain through their own 
authorities a passport irom the French au- 
thorities authorising them to do so. 

‘V.—French merchanta and merchants 
under the protection of France and Ohineav 
merchants are hereby permitted to convey 
merchandiao by land betweon China and the 
adjacent parts of Tonquin. How many 
and what places are to be -open to trade 
will be decided later on, after examination 
into the amounts uf the trade of the two 
countries, and the trade routes tu be follow 
ed.
